Hi Bill and the group, 
I'll weigh in on the HRO-500 as it's come up several times recently... 


There are a couple of common troublespots, including the calibrator which I 
have a factory modification kit for here someplace - I'll send info to you 
Bill if I can dig it up. The front-end trimmer caps can become unstable, 
but mine have been OK for over two years now. The most notorious failure 
mode is "purple plague" growth inside the .01uf ceramic disc caps which will 
fail shorted. National techs spent many hours replacing these wholesale 
when the problem became known, but many radios in the field will require 
attention. There were several production run series although I can't 
describe all the differences between the various series. 


The synthesizer (not a Wadley loop, by the way, but a true PLL) requires 


careful adjustment but is very effective and quiet when working right. 
Modern test equipment such as 100 Mhz scopes and frequency counters make 
alignment of the synthesizer much easier than it was in 1964. I've had no 
problem with off-the-shelf ECG-type replacement transistors, and in my 
opinion, the HRO-500 wiring and layout is not that much more difficult than 
most BA gear to work on. At least you don't have to beware of HV! I think 
it is (argubly) the most attractive radio ever made, and it works quite well 
when properly aligned. Just don't get me started about replacing pilot 
lamps!

This is a great question. I'm one of the very few people on earth who owns 
a Hallicrafters R-12 speaker. That's the large floor model speaker (with 
the Hallicrafters logo 'h' in a circle in the center) which the SX-28 sits 
atop. 


I called Chuck Dachis to brag of my find and also ask him what this looked 
like originally as this one had been repainted but was otherwise in 
remarkably excellent condition. It was during our conversation I 
discovered the speaker grille was missing the flocking. He suggested I try 
a hobby shop to buy a product he thought was called "flocking". I finally 


found the product after several hobby shops and asking the clerks where to 
try next. 


It's called FUN FLOCK. They come in little clear viles, 1.5" diameter and 
1.5" tall with a white screw on top and is available in several colors. 
The label says "fun stamps - stampendous!" and the manufacturer is in 
Anaheim, CA. I believe it's for people in stamping desings in glue and 
sprinkling 

sparkle and flocking and so forth on them. 


Hope this helps steer you in the right direction. I bought several bottles 
and plan to spray glue on the grille and lightly sprinkle it on all my 
speakers whose flocking has rubbed off.

The iron I use the most is a cheap R-S job - because they are cheap, easy 
to get, easy to get tips. If I drop it or melt the cord, I can easily 
replace it. 


One problem I found with a lot of these small cheap irons, however, is 
that they are too hot and the tip burns up in no time at full line 
voltage. If they are too hot they cannot stay tinned either. 

I find the best solution is to put a 60 watt bulb in series. I tried a 
light dimmer but all I have tried generate RF noise. Either use a lamp 
or a Variac.

I've used a light bulb (and shorting switch) in series with the power 
transformer primary for many years for the little low voltage 12 volt 
iron I use for PCBs etc. 


My "Big Iron" is an Aussie "Scope". This is a low voltage (3.3 volt) 
iron rated at 100 watts which works by resistance heating. When you push 
a ring on the handle it pushes a carbon element up against the back of 
the replaceable copper bit and 30 amps flows at 3.3 volts. It heats in 6 
seconds and will get so hot the tip glows red if you let it. The tips 
are available in 2 sizes - Boatanchor and Instrument. I've had it for 
over 30 years and while the transformer is original, the iron is like 
the axe that's original except for the 2 new heads and 3 new handles. 
The heat is infinitely controllable by pushing the control ring. With 
practice (which I've had lots of) you can solder anything from a 
drainpipe to a 1/8 watt resistor.

Ya pays yer money and takes yer 
choice... 


That said, Weller makes a low cost temp controlled soldering 

station, model WCC100. Newark has it for $156 but I bought mine 
for $110 or so a couple of years ago. It does not use the Curie 
point tips and so has a knob to set the approximate temperature. 
It uses SCR control, works fine, but (surprise, surprise) makes 
some RFI. I am quite happy with it, and I have the older WTCP 
type at work to compare with. I find their performance similar. 


So there's my two cents' worth, but backed up with experience.

I noticed my "s" meter was pinning to 
the left in an low to no signal environment. I checked the tubes in the 1st 
and 2nd IF and they were shorted and replaced. 

Rig seemed to perform perfectly last night then tonight it began to do it 
again. I rechecked the IF tubes, the AGC tubes and all were good as gold. I 
by-passed all test equipment in-line and took the antenna direct to the 
tuner and still, pegging to the left. I removed the antenna RCA jack and it 
tests free from shorts. 


Put it all together again and still the same thing... to the left she goes. 
A strong signal will cause it to indicate signal strengths of s-9 etc as if 
it were not doing this. 


Any ideas? 


If I cant get it on my own, who is the best man to send it to in order to 
get it perfect once more. I don't mind learning and experimenting with some 
of my receivers, but the 51s-1....... Ill not exceed my limited skill level 
there.

The BC-611 test set we discussed earlier 
arrived today. I'm writing to give you a report on it and perhaps ask a few 
questions. 


What I have is Test Unit I-135-F and Artificial Antenna A-82-(B), both made 
under order number 24570-PH-49-7 by Shallcross Mfg. Co. The MFP date is 11/49. 


Both units appear to be as-new and unused even to the protective cork still 
being on the pins of I-135 harness terminal board. The aroma upon opening 
the case is divine. If they ever bottle that as a perfume I'm a goner. 
Also included are two copies each of a supplement to TM 11-311 for Test 
Equipment IE-17-E but no actual TM 11-311. However the operating

Hi! 


We've seen light dimmers (not bad!), light bulbs (a classic--one of 
Elmer Osterhoudt's bench tricks was an outlet with a tap switch in the 
hot lead to put bulbs from 7.5W to 100W in series with the hot lead!), and 
Doc Odell's nifty Scope iron. 

I use yet another old trick--a SS diode with a shorting switch across 
it, in series with the hot lead. This gives "half heat" and "full heat" 
settings. My version is just a toggle switch--some of the trickier HB 
versions use a microswitch tripped by the iron rest to give automatic 
half-heat when you set the iron down. (Radio Shack sells a cheap little 
stand that could easily be modified to do this). 

...None of the HB temp-control tricks will work with a transformer-type 
iron, by the way; this is probably obvious to everybody but I thought it'd 
better be mentioned, just in case. 

(That Scope iron sounds like a clever gadget--wonder if they sell 
in the States?) 


em 


Oh--for tiny tiny work (coil wires, tiny little lugs in PL-55s, etc.) I 
have been using a Wahl xcorded* mini-iron with temperature control. The 
shaft of the iron is about 1/8" diameter, the handle no thicker than a fat 
mechanical pencil. Tips are held on the shaft with a fat c-clip. For 
small stuff, it's the best I have found. (And those who'd had bad luck 
with the Wahl cordless irons, fear not--this is a whole different animal!) 


...For cordless irons, I think the butane-fueled "pyropen" type are 
leading the pack these days. They have more working time and more oomph 
than battery-cordless soldering gear. Only downside is, they all seem to 
have slow leaks: you can't fill one up, leave it for several months 
and find it still full. 


In re soldering *guns,x they take practice to master. Bigger xisx 
better with these, as the lack of tip mass can be compensated by having a 
bigger transformer. At work, my "keeper" is an ancient Wen that's almost 
too heavy to use; once it heats up, it stays hot! But I still find that 
in my hands a massive ol' "blunderbuss" iron works better for really big 
stuff. (It's the "toothbrush principle" again, or "your mileage may 
vary.")

If it starts off bright and fades after the lights are 
shut off then it doesn't have any radium to do any stimulating. 


Since it is officially established that the RCA redid a bunch of 19 set panels 
and labelled them "No radioactive luminous paint" and since all the 19 sets 

I have seen still had cyrllic lettering I will now speculate that some 19 sets 
were made with radioactive paint and some were not. 


Perhaps the ones that the RCA kept in service without repainting were not 
radioactive - just luminous. I don't have a counter so I can't find out for 
sure but I could stick my wife's camara in front of it for a while and see if 
it ruins her pictures.................

Arden's posting makes many good points, and I will elaborate. 
Tv/FM sweepers are too broad and often too fast (60 Hz) for 
serious BA work. You need to get a good old vintage "wobbulator" 
or an "AM" generator with narrow sweep. Hickok made a few -- I 
have their Model 288X, which will do narrow (a few KC) sweeps on 
any frequency a BA would use, IF or RF. 


I also have an antique "wobbulator" with motor-driven variable 
cap. Haven't fired it up though. 


Some receivers, like the HQ-170 and 180, simply xmust*x be sweep 
aligned, unless you got the factory prototype that just happens 
to work right when aligned accroding to the manual :-) 

(Or you just want it for CW work). 


As Arden said, a 60 Hz sweep rate is too fast for narrow BWs, 
even the purely L/C IFs of the HQ-170/180. THe peaks will just 
be smeared flat. I use a beat-up WaveTek function generator with 
built-in sawtooth sweep. Unforch I have to way to observe the 
reverse sweep to check for phase distortion. 


With the Wavetek I can adjust the HQ-180 for a decent compromise 
between USB. LSB, AM, and CW. 


Someday it will be fun to put a sweeper and scope on the ol' HQ-200 
and twist the Selectivity knob that shoves cores into the IF cans!

Here is my radio and signal rating chart, worked out over the years. 
These are intended to rate a given radio on the AM BC Band 

with a known set of stations of widely varying signal strengths. 
This is to rate the RADIO, not the signals. 

I judge a radio by how high a rating number it can give to 

stations in the Weak and Very Weak categories. 

Some AA%s and Transistor Sisters can barely get Moderate stations! 


QRM is assumed not to be a problem (so do it by daylight). 
QRN is assumed at usual background level. 


Be warned that distant daylight stations (590 and 600) do vary in 
strength according to weather conditions. 


Also, great BA Ham rx run a rating or two behind good consumer radios 
(like Zenith Trans-Os) since the latter have loop or loopstick 
antennas instead of wire antennas, which are usually too short 

and pick up more noise. 


THE RATINGS 


Q: Undetectable -- no sign that a station exists on this 
frequency. 
1: Detectable -- an increase in conversion noise (cheap radio), 


or decrease in background noise (highly sensitive radio), 
indicates a signal present. BFO (cheating :-) gives a tone. 


2: Audible -- Modulation can be heard, enough to distinguish 
between music, male voice, female voice, etc. Familiar musical 


tune may be recongizable. 


3: Copyable -- by paying close attention, most of the speech can 

be understood. Music can be indentified as to type and instruments 
played. May require use of radio's special features (narrow IF, 
ANL, notch filter, etc.). 


4: Listenable -- 100% of speech can be understood without trying 
too hard. If you like the tune, you will enjoy the music. 
Your radio's special features may still be needed. 


5: Enjoyable -- you can play this station for quite a while and 
just enjoy the programming, without being conscious of the radio 
medium. Special features not needed. 


6: Wideband -- the program remains Enjoyable even at extended 
audio bandwidths of 10 KHz or more.

feet of ice on everything. I am thinking these related items would

I think it might be a good idea for classic radio 
enthusiasts too, makes an attractive display and besides
